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Planners hope effort 
will prevent fires, 
save lives and homes

When a wildfire starts in Crawford 
County, local firefighters and officials are 
first on the scene and state and federal offi- 
cials help as danger intensifies until the 
blaze is extinguished. 

Crawford County officials are planning 
to prevent wildfires, save lives and homes 
by following the same path through a 
Community Wildfire Protection Plan. 

Over the last several weeks, Crawford 
County Emergency planners and firefight- 
ing officials have been working to formal- 
ize an educational effort to help save homes 
and prevent wildfires from occurring in 
Crawford County. The hopes are that grants 
can be obtained from the Department of 
Natural Resources and U.S. Forest Service 
to help with the educational and fire pre- 
vention initiatives. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners, 
said the Crawford County Local 
Emergency Planning Committee has been 
charged with developing the community 
wildfire protection plan. South Branch 
Township Fire Chief Ernie Windolf, 
Stephenson and other firefighting and 
emergency planners have held meetings to 
bolster educational efforts to prevent wild- 
fires. 

The Howes Lake Fire started when light- 
ning struck a Jack Pine tree on Monday, 
June 6. The lightning occurred when a two- 
minute storm swept through the region. The 
fire destroyed 817 acres of land, three out 
buildings and five homes had siding dam- 
age. The damage occurred on state, military 
and privately owned land. 

The Meridian Road Boundary Fire, 
which started May 18, 2010, destroyed 
8,586 acres of land in Crawford County. 
Most of the property was owned by the 
US. Forest Service, but 14 homes on pri- 
vate land were destroyed, two homes were 
damaged and 48 outbuildings were 
destroyed. The fire was started by someone 
burning brush.

“We left with the under- 
Standing that there was ‘no 
way any of the entities could 
afford to fund the program,”

Crawford County officials 
are currently addressing a 
$160,000 general fund 
deficit for its next fiscal 
year, which begins on Sept. 
1, The Sheritf'’s Road Patro! 
fund is projected to have an 
$80,000 deficit due to 
declining property values. 

“We have our challenges, 
we have our deficits and 
we've reconciled ourselves 
to the fact that we will be 
using some of our fund bal- 
ance to address those 
deficits in our long-term 
budget,” Compo said. 

Last year, the school dis- 
trict paid $36,000 to fund 
the school resource officer 
while the county paid 
$9,000. 

In 2010, the county paid 
$77,694 for the position, 
while the district paid 
$11,641.

Despite deficits facing all 
involved, county officials 
agreed to split the cost of 
the position for the next 
school year.

“Frankly, T think an even 
up match is good and if that 
doesn't work - it doesn't 
work,” said Crawford 
County ‘Treasurer Joe 
Wakeley. “I think it’s a win- 
win for both based on what 


the audit conumiltee is 
proposing to us.” 
County Commissioner 


Shelley Pinkelman said she 
believes the sheriff's office 
and court system will end 
up incurring costs without 
the presence of an officer in 
the schools. 

“It’s going to trickle down 
somewhere and we're going 
to be spending the money 
somewhere.” Pinkelman 
said. 

Powers said he committed 
lo take the issue of funding 
the officer's back before the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District's Board of 
Education before any final 
funding decisions are made. 

The school board is 
scheduled to meet on 
Thursday, Sept. 1. The first 
day of school is scheduled 
for Tuesday, Sept. 6. 

“This is something that 
both the county and school 
district values and in these 
very difficult financial 
limes for both the county 
and the schools, we 
absolutely need (o discuss 
this very thoroughly and we 
believe everyone values the 
position,” Powers said. 

Wakefield said there has 
been a school resource offi- 
cer in the schools since 
1998. 

Historically, Wakefield 
said the COPs in Schools 
federal grants and court 
funds used to pay for the 
program, but those funds 
have dried up.

According to news reports, his 
supporters this year include former 
Sen, Spencer Abraham, 
Republican National 
Committeeman Saul Anuzis, and 
western Michigan Republican 
powerhouse Betsy DeVos. All 
three are former chairs of the 
Michigan Republican party. 

Mr. Durant tried getting to the 
US Senate 12 years ago, but lost 
by about 90,000 votes in the 
Republican primary to Bill 


Schuette, who then lost to Sen. 
Carl Levin by more than 400,000 
votes in the general election. Mr. 
Schuette is now Michigan’s 
Attomey General. 

Mr. Durant also appeared on the 
general election ballot in 1990. 
After losing the nomination for 
senator to Mr. Schuette in the 
August primary, Mr. Durant was 
nominated in convention by 
Republicans for the state supreme 
court in November 1990, where he 
finished third behind two 
Democrat-nominated incumbents 
by more than 400,000 votes. 

As an historical —_ note, 
Republican John Engler edged out 
incumbent Democratic Gov. Jim 
Blanchard in 1990 by about 
17,500 votes. 

Mr. Durant has promised a fight 
for the senate nomination.

chief principle for practicing 
Christian liberty toward 
weaker Christians concerning 
non-essential matters not cov- 
ered in the Bible; “]Him 
that is weak in the faith 
receive ye, but not to doubtful 
disputations.”

Income Guidelines for National Free and Reduced Priced Meals For Schools, 
and Child and Adult Care Programs Are Announced 


The Michigan Department of Education has announced the household income guidelines = 
established by the U.S. Department of Agriculture for free and reduced price meals and free milk 
through the National School Lunch, School Breakfast, Special Milk, and Child and Adult Care 
Food Programs. The income guidelines are effective from July 1, 2011 through June 30, 2012. 


The Crawford AuSable School District and C.O.0.R. Intermediate School District 
participate in these programs. 


Schools and child care centers will provide a form for applying for free or reduced price meals. 
Only one application is required per household. Most participating centers and all participating 
family child care homes provide meals to all enrolled participants without any separate charge. 


Children or foster children who are recipients of Michigan’s Family Independent Program, Food 
Assistance Program, or Food Distribution Program on Indian Reservations 
households, or who are enrolled in Head Start, Even Start, an At-Risk after school center, or an 
emergency shelter, automatically qualify for free meals. Households with incomes less than or 
equal to the following guidelines qualify for free or reduced price meals or free milk.

In many cases, by the 
time the customer remem- 
bered to renew and went 
online, it was too late and 
required them to make a 
last-minute trip to a branch 
office to obtain their new 
tabs and registration.

ORDINANCE 2011-01, GRAYLING CHARTER TOWNSHIP 
ADMINISTRATIVE ORDINANCE 


Supervisor’s salary and statutory duties, 
Superintendent's salary and Superintendent's job description 


An ordinance to delineate the duties of the Grayling Charter Township Supervisor and Superintendent during the tran- 
sition from fulltime supervisor with all the inherent administrative duties as assigned by the board of trustees, to a part 
time supervisor with only statutory duties, and to assign all administrative duties previously held by the supervisor to the 
superintendent, and to set the salaries of each. 


Section 1, ORDINANCE TITLE 
This ordinance shalt be known and cited as the Grayling Charter Township Administrative Ordinance. 


Section 2, LEGISLATIVE FINDINGS 

It is hereby determined that the Grayting Charter Township Board of 
Trustees, as individuals and as a collective, desire that the daily administrative duties currently performed by the fulltime § 
supervisor be transferred to a fulltime superintendent. Those duties are described herein under Superintendent's Job 
Description (Section 3). Further, it has been determined that the duties of the supervisor be reduced to include only those 
statutorily assigned by Michigan law. ; 

It is hereby determined that appropriate wages and salaries be set by the : 
Grayling Charter Township Board of Trustees for the performance of duties by the supervisor and superintendent once § 
the administrative transition has been completed, but no sooner than the effective date of this ordinance, 


Section 3, SUPERINTENDENT’S JOB DESCRIPTION 
nd Compl . : 
The purpose of the Superintendent's position is to administer the overall operation of service from Grayling Charter § 
Township to the citizens and residents of the township, and is inclusive of all applicable duties as described in MCL 42.10, # 
plus such specific and implied duties as assigned by the Grayling Charter Township Board of Trustees. Successful per- § 
formance of this position will include various duties in all phases of public administration which will facilitate the success- : 
ful performance of all township departments, enhances provided services to the general public, and enhances the public 
image of Grayling Charter Township. 
Guidelines for successful performance include board policies, procedures and directives, township ordinances, applic- § 
able state and federal laws, and the interpretation and implementation of each utilizing a best practices, public service § 
and business approach. ‘ 
The superintendent works in terms of goals and objectives as determined through board policies and procedures, and § 
will be evaluated on the successful implementation of such. 4 
Statutory duties as described in law for the supervisor, clerk, treasurer, trustees and constable are not duties assigned 
to the superintendent.

2. Personnel Director — The superintendent will oversee the work of all

5. Property Manager — The superintendent will serve as the manager of all township property, both real and personal, 
and as such will be responsible for property preservation, repair and maintenance of all property, buildings, vehicles, fix- 
tures, equipment, appliances and tools. 

6. Project Manager — The superintendent witl have charge of the design, construction and implementation of all township 
projects, as determined by the board, both large and small. This task could include searching for and writing and coor- 
dinating public or private grants. 

7. —The superintendent, working with all board members and department heads, will create the annual township gen- § : 
eral fund budget, township improvement budget, and liquor law enforcement budget, according to state mandates and ff 
best practices, and further, will ensure each budget complies with GASB-34 financial reporting requirements. 

8. Purchasing Agent - The superintendent will serve as the township purchasing agent for all purchases large and small. 
9. Economic Development Director — The superintendent will work with all other persons and agencies to promote the f +] 
economic growth which will ensure the health, safety and general welfare of the residents of the township, The superin- & 
tendent wilt work to develop and initiate business attraction and retention programs. : 
10. Legislative Liaison — The superintendent will be knowledgeable of state and federal laws applicable to township gov- § 
ernment and maintain close ties with the Michigan Townships Association Legislative Liaison to report to the township 
board on current issues. : 
11, Press Liaison — The superintendent will contact, coordinate and prepare all news events and press releases as § 
appropriate and will represent the township in all public relations situations. 5 
12. Public Representative - The superintendent will represent Grayling Charter Township to the public through individ- § 
ual office contact, as a field representative throughout the township, and as a member of jaint boards and committees § 
throughout the community which serve to improve the township, or the community as a whole. ‘
